GENERAL  SPECIFICATION  AND  LAYOUT  SHEET 


April  1st,  1938 

The  “NAPANEE”  Line  is  designed  so  that  two  grades  of  equipment  are  available  to  suit  the  de¬ 
sires  of  the  purchaser.  These  grades  are  known  as  DeLUXE  and  MASTER. 

All  items,  regardless  of  grade,  are  the  same  in  size  and  physical  appearance  as  shown  on  the 
specification  sheet.  For  example,  a  No.  124  base  is  the  same  in  size  and  style  in  either  DeLuxe  or 
Master — the  differences  being  made  up  by  the  degree  of  finish,  style  of  hardware  and  doors,  quantity 
of  accessories,  etc.,  all  as  shown  in  the  detailed  specifications  listed  on  page  two. 

It  is  very  important  that  all  orders  state  definitely  the  grade  of  merchandise  which  is  desired. 

LUMBER — All  lumber  used  in  Napanee  Kitchen  Equipment  is  selected  hardwood  which  is  properly 
and  carefully  kiln  dried  before  being  put  into  the  process  of  manufacture. 

HARDWARE — DeLuxe  hardware  is  polished  Chromium  or  a  combination  of  Chromium  and  Bakelite. 
All  hinges  are  of  a  semi-comcealed  type — chromium  plated. 

FINISHING  MATERIAL — O’Neil’s  Duro  Enamel  and  Undercoat  is  used  in  finishing  Napanee  Kitchen 
Equipment.  All  pieces  are  carefully  sanded  and  glazed  before  each  coat  is  applied.  The  number 
of  coats  depends  on  the  grade  of  merchandise  as  outlined  in  the  detailed  specifications. 

VENEERS — All  drawer  bottoms  and  end  panels  are  three-ply  3-16"  hardwood.  All  case  and  cupboard 
backs  are  Masonite.  DeLuxe  and  Master  flush  type  doors  are  five-ply  7-8"  thick,  center  core  %  ", 
double  laminated  Maple  faces. 

V/ORKMANSHIP — Napanee  Kitchen  Equipment  is  carefully  constructed  by  skilled  workmen  and  goes 
through  many  inspections  during  the  process  of  being  manufactured.  The  high  quality  of  the 
Napanee  Line  is  the  direct  result  of  more  than  sixty  years  experience  in  manufacturing  fine,  high 
grade  merchandise. 

NAPANEE  COUNTER  TOPS  ARE  MADE  OF  THE  FOLLOWING  MATERIALS  AND  ARE 
PRICED  AS  COMPARED  TO  BASIC  LINOLEUM  SIZES  AND  DETAILS 

NAPANEE  “DuroSeal”  (Sealex  Linoleum),  specially  treated  for  this  purpose,  is  used  on  all  linoleum 
sink  tops  and  flat  table  tops.  “DuroSeal”  is  cemented  to  a  seven-ply  wood  foundation,  making 
the  thickness  of  the  finished  top  1%".  A  white  metal  nosing  strip  is  used  at  the  joint  where  the  lino¬ 
leum  surrounds  the  sink  and  where  the  splashers  join  the  top.  These  joints  are  guaranteed  waterproof. 
The  service  edge^  (front)  of  the  top  is  finished  with  Stainless  Steel  moulding.  Splasher ^edges  are  either 
Stainless  Steel  or  “DuroSeal”.  Fruit  juices,  acids  and  other  liquids  and  hot  utensils  will  not  stain, 
scar  or  in  any  way  injure  “DuroSeal”. 

TEMPERED  PRESDWOOD — These  tops  are  manufactured  the  same  as  “DuroSeal”  tops  except  that 
we  use  Tempered  Presdwood  on  the  working  surfaces  instead  of  “DuroSeal”. 

STAINLESS  STEEL — These  tops  are  manufactured  the  same  as  “DuroSeal”  tops  except  that  we  use 
Stainless  Steel  on  the  working  surfaces  instead  of  “DuroSeal”. 

MAPLE  TOPS  AND  SPLASHERS — Maple  Tops  are  m.^nufactured  from  clear,  selected  hard  maple — 
either  flat  or  with  back  splashers.  Sinks  of  any  size  or  material  may  be  installed  in  these  tops  at 
the  factory.  For  this  sink  charge  refer  to  our  Counter  Top  Price  List.  All  pieces  extend  full  length 
without  any  butt  joints.  Tops  are  tongued  and  grooved,  glued  and  bolted  and  are  1^4"  thick.  The 
splashers  are  1"  thick  and  are  tongued  and  grooved  and  glued. 

SINKS — All  sinks  of  either  Stainless  Steel,  Monel  or  Cast  Iron,  as  desired.  Electric  dish  washers 
may  be  installed  in  Napanee  tops.  Briggs  Sheet  Porcelain  Sinks  are  also  available.

A.  We  use  Standard  Sanitary,  Crane,  Kohler  and 
Briggs,  also  our  own  Stainless  Steel,  and  Monel. 

40.  Q.  How  long  will  linoleum  last? 

A.  Linoleum  has  long  life,  depending  on  the  care 
of  the  user.
